‘A small tree is safer than a large 
one and festive trimmings can 
make up what is lacking in size. 

Don't use lighted candles. (This 
may seem an unnecessary precau- 
tion in this day of electri¢ lights) 
but lighted candles conttibute to

Suppliments for Livestock 

It is true that livestock can be 
raised without suppliments, but 
nearly all livestock ‘will do ‘bet- 
tter tand be much more profitable 
if fed proper suppliments. We 
can ‘put suppliments into ‘their 
general classes, Protein, Miner- 
al and Vitamin. All livestock 
need salt, and a mixture of equal 
parts salt, bonemeal and lime- 
stone makes a good mineral mix- 
ture to have where stock dan 
get it at any ‘time, (The salt 
should be iodized). A good le- 
gume hay such as alfalfa will 
supply extra protein and viita- 
mins but pigs, dairy cows and 
laying hens require extra pro- 
tein for best returns. Vitamin A 
is important: for breeding stock. 
Good green hiay may supply 
enough for cattle but sows and 
hens laying hatching eggs should 
get a fortified teeding oil. 

If animals have been short of 
salt you should be careful when, 
giving it to them free choice as 
at first they may take too much 
and develop ‘salt poisoning. 
Seed Grain 

Have you checked the germ- 
iniattion of the grain: you hope ito 
use for seed? I hear many re- 
ports of very poor germination, 
particularly oats and harley. 
Why' not check your seed sup- 
ply now just to be sure you are | 
not caught next spring. trying 
to find seed. Testing your seed 
in soil is possibly a bit more 
‘accurate’than between blotters. 
Your elevator agent will get a 
test made for you if you don’t 
want to do it at home. 
Frozen Grain For Feed l 

Because of the amount of low 
grade and ‘frozen ‘grain: in’ ‘the 
west,’ there has been consider- 
able research done to determine’ 
the value of this grain as feed. 
Dr. Whiting of ‘the Lethbridge 
Experimental Station has sum- 
miarized ‘this work just recently. 
In general the experiments find — 
that there is very little loss in 
feeding value due to freezing. 
The grain is usually lighter so it 
requires more bulk to make up 
weight, Fibre content is higher 
but protein ‘content remains 
about ‘the same. Because of the 
increased fibre content ‘the feed-.. 
ing value is not quite as good 
for pigs and poultry but. just 
about as good for cattle as. is , 
‘that of high grading grain.
